Eye Shows Disease. 

According to Or. W. Anderscbon, a 
Norwegian scientist, all diseases and 
injuries are registered on the Iris, 
either by color spots or lines, each 
organ of the body being connected 
up with the iris and having its repre- 
sentative place there.
